To bomb or not to bomb, that

Then, many persons 
from the average foot soldier to 
not a few chiefs in the Pentagon 
thought it was foolish to try to 
fight elusive guerillas in a jungle 
with giant bombers. 


They don't think it's foolish 


now. The stratoforts, each carry- 
ing a 60,000-pond bomb load, 
have turned out to be one of the 
most effective weapons on the 
American side. Some command- 
ers on the scene have credited 


. the bombers with preventing the 
' communists 
from 
overrunning 


much of the contryside. 
, Perhaps more important than 
the devastation the bombers are 
able to inflict on North Vietnam- 


• ese positions is the psychological 
'effect they have. No one who 
hasn't seen it can appreciate the 
awesome spectacle of an entire 
side of a m o u n t a i n suddenly 
erupting in fire and smoke in an 
attack from bombers which can- 
not be seen (they drop their 
payloads six miles up). 


For more than a year, cap- 


tured enemy soldiers have shown 
total fear toward the bombers 
they never saw. The North 
Vietnamese have tried numerous 
times to erect Sam missiles to 
down the eight-engine craft, but 
without success. None of the five 
bombers of this type which 
crashed were shot down. 
. In the three years since the 
bombers were first sent over 
North Vietnam, they have drop- 
ped 775,000 tons of bombs on 
enemy positions, at a cost of S3 
; million a day. The disruption 
they have caused in the enemy's 


• defenses, 
strategic 
capabilities 


and morale have been worth 


• every penny of it. 
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Fiscal responsibility revolves 


about the inflation at home. 


Much of it stems from the 


Vietnamese involvement and if 
the Paris peace talks can de- 
escalate that commitment, fed- 
eral spending should drop and 
with it, the inflationary spiral 
which always spins upward when 
a government spends more than 
it takes in. 


Beyond that hopeful possibility 


is the civilian spending which 
feeds 
the 
inflationary 
flame. 


When and by how much will a 
future Administration r e d u c e 
that fueling? 


Law and order covers more 


than making the streets safe or 
stopping a bunch of college kids 
from, seizing the library. 


It runs the entire gamut of 


human conduct and the sense of 
values. The college kids seize the 
library and rowdies roam the 
streets because they bejieve they 
can get away with this miscon- 
duct; and they will continue to 
misbehave so long as a permis- 
sive attitude in high places holds 
sway. 


There are "other problems, but 


these three are the big ones, and 
if they can be liquidated, the 
others will tend to dissolve of 
their own weight. 


The answers to those questions 


are apparent. 


A Viet Nam peace has to be a 


50-50 agreement. Any 
lesser 


consent on our part in the nature 
of peace at any price forebodes 
worse struggles in the future. 


Fiscal responsibility requires 


shutting down the pipeline from 
Washington, not all the way, but 
under greater restraint than has 
been displayed for too many 
years past. 


Law and order means putting 


across the message that in a 
democracy a citizen owes an 
obligation equal to the personal 
rights he enjoys in that system 
of government. 


Who, then, is best qualified to 


supply those answ_ers ? 


Wallace has little confidence 


and no patience with the Paris 
peace talks. His conception of law 
and order is something a police- 
man alone can bring about. His 
views on spending are obscure, 
though his record as governor in 
Alabama does not categorize him 
as an economizer. 


Humphrey is anxious about 


the peace talks. He was the first 
and only of the three candidates 
to urge the bombing halt. We 
question his bargaining ability 
would be as good as Johnson's. 
He has given a few talks about 
law and order, but 
carefully 


larded them with warnings that 
the government should not run a 
police department. His views en 
spending have not changed since 
first going to Washington. If a 
billion can handle a given situa- 
tion, better double the ante just 
for the sake of doing so, is his 
approach. 


Nixon's opponents accuse him 


of not getting down to cases on 
Viet Nam, despite his constant 
warning that anything less than 
an honorable peace for both sides 
will lead to disaster later on. He 
has 
been 
the 
first 
of the 


candidates to recognize the infla- 
tionary menace for what it is and 
what it can grow into. He is also 
the first of the candidates and 
the only one to repeat consistaet- 
ly that respect for others at 
home is the surest means for re- 
establishing respect for Uncle 
Sam. abroad. 


Wallace is a ramrodder. 
Humphrey is an opportunist. 
Nixon is the realist. 
Only a realist can recognize a

about HPL, Dr. Herbert A. Sel- 
enkow at the Peter Bent Brig- 
ham Hospital in Boston and his 
associates believe that they now 
can predict possible complica- 
tion long before they occur. He 
believes that the HPL level 
"indicates the placental func- 
tion can recover fully when it is 
excessively low and that the 
patient can continue to normal 
delivery time." 


This indeed is a 
valuable 


contribution to those patients 
who, because of malfunction or 
special diseases, have had their 
pregancies repeatedly threaten- 
ed.
